The United States will use its in­ 
fluence to the fullest extent possible 
to bring about a peaceful settlement 
of th" European crisis developed by 
the failure of the Paris conference, it 
was learned today. 
Because of the grave situation fac­ 
ing Europe, definite action by the 
United States toward submission of 
the reparations problem to a commis­

experts

recently 
proposed by Secretary Hughes will 
be taken in ,a few days. 
The inter­ 
national situation w'as the foremost 
topic of the discussion at the cabi­ 
net meeting today. 
Meanwhile Germany is said to have 
been driven to a state of despair, and 
may soon make some im porta nt move 
to inform the wrorld she will never 
submit to the proposed drastic French 
program of economic 
and 
military 
coercion.

Washington. Jan. 5.—The American 
troops on the Rhine may be withdrawn 
in the near future, Secretary of War 
Weeks declared today after the meet­ 
ing of President Harding and his cab­ 
inet at which the precarious European 
situation, brought about by the col­ 
lapse of the premiers’ conference in 
Paris, was discussed. 
Weeks stated that no orders had 
been sent to General Allen, command­ 
er of the American forces, but Baid 
“there is a prospect of 
ordering the 
soldiers home in the near future.”

The fighting broke out when ne­ 
groes believed sheltering one of 
the 
fugitive 
blacks 
barricaded 
themselves In a log cabin and re­ 
pulsed an attack of the posset 
Fighting continued throughout the 
night and was still In progress this 
afternoon. A renewed attack was 
expected at dark. 


Rosewood, Florida, Jan. 6— Twen­ 
ty-two whites and negroes are dead 
in a rare riot which has raged here 
Hinee last night. 
Hundreds of w hite men, heavily 
armed poured into Rosewood today 
to reinforce the handfull stan d in g 
,1*4oui VvVr **■ barricaded negro bouse 
in which a score of blacks are b arri­ 
caded. 
Roads leading to Rosewood were 
thronged w ith reinforcem ents today 
and a buttle was m om entarily ex­ 
perted. 
Tito black house of the blacks will 
be stormed 
when 
theforces 
have 
gathered, it was feared. 
Fears were 
expressed that the outbreak would 
spread 
to surrounding sections of 
the state. 
The dead Included two whites and 
wenty negroes. 
Many others were 
Injured In the outbreak which fol­ 
lowed an attack on a young white 
girl and climaxed in an attempt of 
posses to forcibly luke a negro sus­ 
pect.
